WOODS FOR FURNITURE. 


Volu« of Walnut—Preparation of "Quar- 


ter Oak"—.Staiuii B. 


Tho:o aro many crazes in tho furniture 


business in respect to tho different woods aud 
their imitations, which are extensively used. 
For many years walnut was a wood tliat hold 
absolute predominance over all other woods 
for furniture. But while other woods hare 
become very popular, nnd walnut is appar- 
ently on the decline, yet, really, walnut will 
always be a fashionable wood. The prico 
will gradually increase, for the largo demand 
is fast consuming the supply. In many states 
fifteen years ago the farms wore inclosed 
with walnut rail fences, as the wood was not 
so valuable iu those days. But in theso states 
where walnut grows, tbo lumber that would 
havo been formerly cast aside with the 
•culls" is today sold for high prices. Even 
tlio smiill limbs of walnut trees are now

The 
stookn.le »oa heavily guarded, the guards 
were « ware of every Yankee trick, and tho 
twopki 1:1 the country around eagerly took up 
th» hnnt after any prisoner v IID nlado a dash 
for lll,..rty. There won no longer any hops 
of tumbling under the fence, and the idea of 
a sudd, » uprising of all the prisoners had to 
ho abniidoiicd in tho fnre of tho artillery 
plante.l to prevent mich u movement. In 
tw»<Ui» I l-.,i<i figured the matter down to 
thto: 1'iret, if 1 got away, it must be while I 
hud iti .'ngth. pluck and money. Secondly, 
the, flrsl move toward escajw must bo to geta 
detail ' 'Htside the stockade. On tho third day 
of my stay I sent out word that I was willing 
to wr\ .. on tho medical staff of tho post if de- 
sired, n nil my o(ter was accepted.

WIIH justjfh.d in beliovinj; that I wns over 
thirty rni.es from Andcrsoimllo when I 
sought a n.dius place. I was mistaken, how- 
ever. In t ho darkness and rain, and without 
tho slight f,t suspicion on my part, I had 
taken tho wrong road at tho first forks and 
gonetowaid Columbus. I had thus cheated 
in j self out of fully ten miles. 


As dayhf-ht I -gnu to breuk 1 entered upon 


a plantation, having for the last half hour 
been fallow nig the road through the woods. 
It HIIS still raining, and I wanted shelter for 
tlio <liiy. 
is soon as it was light enough to 


take an ob crration I crossed an old cotton 
iield ton cabin 01- building, whu:h turned out 
to be filled with cow peas on the vine. I 
climbed in over the vines and stowed myself 
awny near tho roof, cold, soaked through 
and tbroiu. h, and so tired out that I could 
not go n rod further. My crackers had been 
reduced to dough by thu nun, and the bacon, 
Mono too go-id at the start, now disgusted mo. 
I therefore lay down without tasting food, 
and ivtis just dozing off to sleep when two or 
threo people came to tho building. A little 
Inter they went to work on tue peas, and I 
made out that there wore at least three old 
negroes in the party. They were below me 
and entirelj unsuspicious, and alter n time I 
got over mj scare and went to Bleep. It wns 
noon when I anoke and what broke niy 
eln tubers w,,s the voice of a white man who 
came riding up to the place. Looking out, 
between tbo logs I saw that ho was a Con- 
federate cavalryman, and from his mud 
splashed appearance I could guess that he 
had ridden inanymiles. His salutation as he 
rode up was: 


"Hoi thai ', you niggers, como out!" 
"Yes, mas r," answered all in a chorus, as 


they hurried to the door. 


"You are hiding a white man in thor'l Ho 


«ime hero tins inrruing. Bring him out or 
I'll have the three <>t you skinned alive." 


"A white nun?" queried one.

1 was informed that I would be put-on my 


honor not to attempt to escape, but was not 
t.norn.1 asked to sign nny paper. 
I there- 


fore f < l t at liberty to carry out any plan 
which mig'it como to me. I knew tho loca- 
tion of Vndorsonvillo to a dot. nnd the long 
df-tunc.. one would have to travel to reach 
tlie Uni >n lines. Such prisoners as had got 
away li >d no other idea than to put distance 
bet«wn theimelvos and tho stockade, and 
had soon worn themselves out. Myflrstafc 
U'lition was given to tho country around us. 
In two weeks, by observation and inquiry, I 
knew i very highway and plantation for tou 
Mill.-, nr >und us. 
In another fortnight I 


could lia\e made my way across thestato of 
Alul>uin'i without asking a question. A 
great n mny colored people came to tho post 
iis nigh i seers, and, as I employed some of 
them t > bring mo bark and rdots, 1 had every 
chance lo pursue my inquiries. 
I got the 


highways to tho west truthfully mapped out 
in my mind, and I was posted as to every 
negro cabin between Andersonvillo and the 
Alabama state lino. A week before I made 
my bn'.ik I had every detail planned and 
every emergency provided for, and there was 
no fear that any thing would miscarry. 


After coming out of tho stockade I had 


gradually exchanged my uniform for civil- 
ian's cl •thos, and by tho time I was ready to 
go I hn. 1 nothing bluo loft. Up to threo days 
before 1 loft my secret was my own. But for 
one thii'g I should havo kept it locked in my 
own bn nst. I wanted to get hold of a horse, 
nnd I ..mid not do it unaided. The horso I 
«nnte.l belonged to a captain, and was cared 
for l>v a colored man named Joe. I had 
spokei. with him on several occasions, nnd, 
from v -.rds he had lot fall, I realized that ho 
was an lions to escape to the Union lines. 
To ren. li Joe after nightfall I must have uu 
excuse to puss tho guard. 
This nlono he 


could furnish. I was to go, horso or no horse, 
but to get the horso if I could. Autumn had 
now ci Hue, aud tbe rainy seosou might soon 
bo oxi» etetl- O" tho luorning of tho day I 
had si I. for my last at Andorsonville Joe 
came to see mo about a sore throat. His de- 
meanor was such that I determined to fully 
trust him, aud I flually queried: 


"Jo<, would you advise mo to try and cs- 


cup* from this?" 


'On footr he asked.

Ho realized the danger 
as fully as 1 d* If recaptured, I tfSuld be 
returned to the pen, but he would suffer 
death In soina horrible form. A slave who 
woidJ not only help a prisoner off, but ao 
with him, and rob bis master in the going, 
woui.l be burned at tbe stake as a fitting 
l-nnlslimcnt At 5 o'clock in tbe afternoon 
th» licaven* were overcast, and a slow, 
stead v rainstorm set in. I was determined 
to go I ha*, night, Joo or n o Joe. Ho come to 
ma at 0 o'clock With the information that •

sawed up into materials for rungs and posts 
of parlor chairs. The old snarled limbs and 
knots of tho walnut trees ore sought after 
Mith avidity by buyers through Mw p/>n^f-^ 
uibtncts, who Sell rfom to, ilrms that morn* 
fucture them into ornaments for antiqua 
(.helves, fancy hassocks ond other similar 
furniture. Kail £encc% in these districts nro 
now a rai ity in tlie extreme. 


But as to tho various woods that ore used 


in the mniiufaeluio of furniture, maple, abb, 
pojilur, gum and cherry comprise tho list. 
U'lmt is known as quarter oak is tho latest 
cruzo. Quarter oak is made by first sawing 
a log from end to end through tho mid- 
dlo. 
Then each 
half 
is sawed 
from 


cud 
to 
end through tho middle, thus 


leaving 
four 
quarters. 
Each 
quarter 


has ouly threo sides, one tbe bulge part of 
tho log, and tho other two sides being flat 
and coming to a sharp edge. The boards are 
sawed off too sharp edge, and each sawing, 
therefore, throws off a board wider than the 
ono before it. Sawing the quarters of the 
log in this manner the lumber is beautifully 
cross grained. The cross grained lumber is 


worked" into the finest parlor furniture at 


present. Tho wood is susceptible of a very 
fine polish, nnd the cross grain produces an 
effect, made by both nature and the saw, 
that is far superior to the art of the most ex- 
perienced grainer. 


But 0110 of the prominent features still in 


the furniture business is tho staining of 
wood. There are tricks in all trades, and 
this Is the greatest one in tho furnituro man- 
ufactories. A very simple preparation, com- 
posed of crude oil nnd lampblack, is nibbed 
on tho highly polished surface of oak and 
when it soaks into the pores of the wood the 
wood then takes on a dark hue. The varnish 
is then applied, which gives a neat finish to 
the wood, and this is then a fair imitation of 
antiquo oak. The common gum is often' 
stained to represent cherry. Cherry itself is 
very valuable, aud is left in its own natural 
color, although it Is sometimes stained to 
represent rosewood. Soft maple, poplar and 
gum are stained with preparations of burnt 
umber, crude oil and lampblack, to produce 
an imitation of mahoyuny. Ash has a vory 
pretty grain that stands out prominently 
under color, and it can bo stained to imitate 
red cherry. Sycamore is a wood largely 
used for bed posts, and it stains nicely in 
imitation of walnut.—W. L. Mitchell In 
Globe-Democrat.

that no true • bad been found of me. I fell 
asleep again in a little while, aud when I 
anoko it wa-i night. I was now thoroughly 
rested, buttiiarp set, Satisfied that I ran a 
great risk in trying for anything to eat -on 
the plantation, I headed for tho highway, 
ard a-, soon as I struck it I set off at a brisk 
(Mice. \Vhiletho rain still continued, there 
wns, considerable, travel, and every half hour 
at least 1 had to hide myself to let travelers 
pass. I hud walked ten miles before I sus- 
peetecl that I was headed for Columbus. I 
kept on until midnight, however, hoping to 
come to landi larks which I should have 
found long ago on tho right road. I then 
met a negro, who told mo it was only ifiue 
miles to Columbus. He had a bundle, and 
was, I suspe, 'ted, a runaway. I gave him my 
confidence -tt a venture, and it was my sal- 
vation. lie nad been solil tho ycr.r before by 
his master (it Jackson, Miss., to a man living 
near Hawkinsville, Ua. A week before I 
met him lie liad run away, planning to get 
to Grant's 'me in Mississippi, aud just as I 
encountered him ho had been raiding a plan- 
tation- for provisions. In ten minutes we 
knniv we could trust each other. 


Up to this time I had carried tho lieuten- 


ant's uniform, thinking to don it, if worst 
camoto worst, and putonabo'd face. The 
negro, who was cal'lo«i James, advised me to 
abandon it, which I did, nnd we entered the 
woods, cooKod some of his meal and bacon 
nnd lay hid all next day. When night came 
wo flanked Columbus by tho left, passed into 
Alabama nud headed for Tuskogeo. That 
wns tho beginning of a tramp lasting forty- 
one nights. During this time we lay hidden 
by day in swamps, barns and thickets, fed by 
negroes and hunted by white men, and sev- 
eral times narrowly escaping capture. We 
passed to tlie left of Montgomery and Selma, 
right through Demopolis, and near tho Mis- 
sissippi state line were hidden three days and 
thrco nights in a swamp, while a hundred 
men beat up the neighborhood for us. When 
wo were finally picked up by a Federal scout- 
ing party I had walked nearly BOO miles, had 
not been in a bed for forty-three nights, 
weighed thirty -seven pounds less than when 
I started aud was so sore and lame and full 
of aches that lie last night of our Journey 
the negro carried mo aeven or eight miles on 
his; back. 


Bolow Selma, as I was trying to get into a 


corn house ono night, while the negro woa 
after bacon, a white man came upon me sud- 
denly, gun in hand. I struck him with a club 
I had in baud and have no doubt that I broke 
l\'.s skull. Again, near Demopolis, we were 
pursued by a savage bloodhound, and while 
I went on tho negro waited behind a tree on 
car trail iind killed tho dog with a single 
tl>w as he came up.— New York Snn. 


Uucoln to Morton in 1801. 


Your letter by tlio hand of Mr. Prank-was 


received yesterday. I write this letter be- 
causo I wish you to believe of us (as we cer- 
froin us as fast as 3'ou need them, but it ia 
because wo have not near enough to meet all 
the pressing demands, and wo are obliged to 
share around what we have, sending the larg- 
est share .to tho points which appear to need 
them most. We have groat hopo that our 
own supply will bo ample before long, so 
that you and all others can have as many as 
you need. I seo an article in on Indianapolis 
newspaper denouncing mo for nos answering 
your letter sent by special messenger two 
or threo weeks ego. I did mako what I 
thought tho best answer I could to that let- 
ter. As I remember, it asked for ten heavy 
guns to bo distributed with some troops at 
Lawronccburg, 
Madison, New 
Albany 


and Evansvillo, aud 
I 
ordered 
the 


guns and 
directed 
you to send tho 


troops if you had them. As to Kentucky, 
you do not estimate that state as more im- 
portant than I do; but I am compelled to 
watch all points. While I write this I am if 
not in range at least iu hearing of cannon 
shot, from an army of enemies more than a 
hundred thousand strong. I do not expect 
them to capture this city; but I know they 
would if I were to send tho men anil arms 
from hero to defend Louisville, of which 
there is not a single hostile armed soldier 
within forty mile.5, nor any"force known to 
bo moving upon it from any distance. It is 
true the army in our front may mako a half 
circle around southward and move on Louis- 
ville; but when they do we will mako a half 
circle around northward and meet them; 
and in tho meantime wo will get up what 
forces wo can from other sources to also meet 
thorn. 


I hope Zollicoffer has left Cumberland Gap 


(though I fear ho has not), because, if ho has, 
I rather infer ho did it because of his dread 
of Camp Dick Robinson, re-enforced from 
Cincinnati, moving on him, than because of 
his intention to movo on Louisvuie. But if 
lie docs go round and ro-enforeo Bucknsr, let 
Dick Robinson come around and re-enforce 
Sherman, and the tiling is substantially as it 
was when /olliooffor left Cumberland Gap. 
I state this as on illustration; for, in fact, I 
think if the gap is left open to us Dick Rob- 
inson should take.it and hold it; while In- 
diana and the vicinity of Louisville in Ken- 
tucky can re-onforce Sherman faster than 
Zollicoffer can Buckiier. -Tho CeLtury 


Tcnrnti of Russian Tenements. 


In the ci ties the Russians live almost en- 


tirely in apartment houses. There are 10,000 
tenants, it is said, in one house in BL Peters- 
burg. The houses are nearly always of brick, 
and tbo government buildings are all stuc- 
coed and painted red. 
Koch house has a 


dvarnik,v,_otetheagentof the owner and 
of the police, and a porter who wears the 
uniform of a colonel in the army and is the 
janitor or agent of the tenants. Tho dvornik 
inspects the passport of every new tenant and 
oven temporary tenant or visitor, and re- 
ports it to the police station, where it is re- 
corded A liko notiflcatiou is mode of every 
change of residence. The dvornik sits at the 
back gate of the bouse, clod generally in 
«heep«kin. Ha knows everything that goes 
on and U responsible to the police. In this 
way the perfection of the Russian police «ys- 
tem ia maintsilned.—Hsw York World. 


Rod Tape In Italy. 


The Italian official is never in a hurry, and 


there Is a vast multitude of public servants, 
a dozen being appointed to do tho work 
which two or three could easily accomplish 
did they display any activity. The most 
trifling affair is made to pass through so 
many hands, and each change is attended by 
so much delay and contusion, that a person 
is obliged to sacrifice an endless amount of 
timo to rectify an official blunder. He is 
sent from one place to another, holds long 
conferences with innumerable dignitaries, 
each of whom makes out a formidable state 
document covered with seals, signatures and 
stamps, for which the luckless person is re- 
quested to pay a liberal commission, and at 
last the chances are greatly against the re- 
covery of tho lost letter, telegraph dispatch, 
baggage, or whatever bo may Co searching 
for. Upon asking advice respecting a lost 
letter of importance sent from Rome to 
Florence, the American bank authorities said 
ft would be well to report the cose simply to 
keep the subject agitated, but not to enter- 
tain the slightest hope of its recovery. This 
same delay and confusion is carried into 
every branch of the public service and ii 
particularly glaring in the justice courts,— 
Florence Cor. Chicago Times.

and tho wall, but this luxury is rather dis- 
countenanced by the masters as an encroach- 
ment on their own peculiar dignities. 
All 


the boys have their heads covered, but they 
aro without tboir shoes, which are left near 
the door, so mingled and so similar in shape 
and color that it would sefm difficult for 
each to find his own; but on the breaking up, 
every ono seems to slip his feet into his own 
shoes without any of that individual hesita- 
tion or general confusion which might be ex- 
pected. 


When the boys aro learning their lessons, 


or repeating them to their master, they do so 
all at once with a loud voice, and with a con- 
tinual seesaw of the body, without which 
movement they seem toconceivo it impossible 
that anything can be learned. Tho scene 
which this affords is extremely ludicrous to 
a European, particularly as tho zeal of the 
learner is estimated by the loudness of his 
voice and tho violence of his seesaw; and 
hence, when conscious of the approach of a 
person whom the master or pupils wish to 
impress with a favorable opinion of their 
application and progress the noise in tho 
school room, which may previously have 
sunk into a low hum, rises abruptly to the 
clamorous uproar of many voices. It seems 
that in reading all at enco to the master the 
elder boys, in thesobool at large, areexpected 
tn give some attention to the others near 
them. Tho master cannot, in such a nois», 
distinguish the individual accuracy of each 
reader, and his attention is, therefore, directed 
to observe that time is as nearly as may be 
kept by tho voices, and, in some measure, in 
tha motions also of the pupils. This object 
seems but poorly attained. This style of 
reading is most unnatural. It is a drawling 
chant, uttered in a very loud voice. 


In the east generally the tone of voice is 


very high, even in common conversation, 
but in reading it is raised to screaming. 
Some Arabs desired a friend of mine to let 
them hear him read. He complied, on which 
they exclaimed, "You are not reading, you 
are talking 1" The fact, however, is that ex- 
cept among those of the learned professions, 
f"w of thobe who havo professedly learned to 
read in tus schools can or do exercise the 
acquirement in after life; and the fow who 
do r.main actually qualified to read with 
facility, rarely do so withwt SBme stimulus 
country. After a rcsidencB of several years 
among Mohammedan people, I do not recol- 
,ect more thau three instances in which I 
mve seeu persons quietly engaged in reading

tons of their ordinary life are much more 
exposed to public notice than can well be 
imagined in this country. 


These tacts are easily explained. Books 


aro expensive articles of^luxury in Moham- 
medan countries, and this is alone sufficient 
to account for much that we have stated. 
Before the introduction of the art of printing 
the state of knowledge among tho people was 
not more favorable in this country than it is 
iu Persia now. There is also another less 
obvious circumstance, which would have 
great influence oven were manuscript books 
much more common and cheap than they 
are. This is the difficulty of reading manu- 
script. This difficulty should not be under- 
rated. Even in this country most educated 
persons would require considerable stimulus 
to induce them to go through a manuscript 
volume. Those only whose duty it is to ex- 
amine manuscripts and to prepare them for 
tho press can describe the tediousness of the 
operation. It is not one of the least advant- 
ages of printing that it has tended to simplif y 
tho character employed in the preparation of 
books and to render it uniform. This com- 
parison very imperfectly illustrates our 
meaning, for our manuscripts ore far more 
legible to us than those of the east are to an 
Oriental. 


Among ourselves many persons who can 


write shorthand with facility aro unable to 
read it with ease; an Oriental manuscript is 
a sort of shorthand which many more per- 
sons ore able to write than to read. The 
words ore abbreviated, as in shorthand, by 
the omission of vowels, and when the words 
are deciphered the want of punctuation ren- 
ders it often difficult to discover at once the 
meaning of ths phrases. When to this it is 
added that there ore several different styles 
of writing, besides the difference occasioned 
in the several manuscripts by the variety of 
individual hands and flourishes, it will be 
perceived that a person cannot read with 
facility without more practice than the state 
of literature and knowledge encourages any 
considerable number of students to seek or 
enables them to obtain. A stranger is very 
liable to bo deceived in estimating the com- 
petency of a Mohammedan to read. A very 
largo part of a common education consists iu 
learning by heart a very considerable portion 
of tho current literature, particularly of the 
Koran. Ha is, therefore, abb to repeat by 
rote the most striking passages of almost any 
of the very limited number of books which 
ore likely to be placed before him. He will 
turn over its leaves until he can find some 
passage with which he is acquainted, and 
will repeat it correctly as if from the book; 
but, if suddenly interrupted, he is afterward 
quite unable to indicate the part of the page 
at which tho interruption took place.—Lon- 
don Standard.

MlHtary Experiments in France. 


The French squadron, now gathering at 


Toulon for the regular summer evolutions, 
has with it an aerostatic corps charged with 
work of a wholly novel kind. Captive bal- 
loons arc to be sent up from the ships to 
heights of 300 meters—about 1,000 feet—and, 
the weather permitting, still greater altitudes 
will be attained. As is customary when such 
ascensions aro made from the land, a to- 
pographer will go up with the balloon to 
make a sketch of tho underlying country, 
with special refereuc* to roods and woods or 
the position of a supposititious enemy if tho 
country is a hostile one, er If friendly, then 
to mark off on a regular field map his posi- 
tion -with reference to the general topography 
of the country, giving a careful estimate of 
his strength as to numbers and situation. 


'When tho experiments are made on tho 


French coasts, severe tests may readily be 
applied to the topographical work dona in the 
sky, for the French have complete charts of 
their country, both coast and interior, with 
every cross road and lane accurately de- 
termined and laid down, every hill measured, 
and indeed the position of every house re- 
corded. Tho topographer in the balloon, 
however well ho can see, must guess as to the 
effect of tie light and color in tbe foreshorten- 
ing of the picture beneath him, and at the 
amount of refraction.—Scientific American. 


Driving Out tbe Cattlemen. 


Immigration is coming with a resistless 


tide. Ex-Governor Boutt, one of the great 
cattle owners of the west, when speaking of 
how the ranges were being so rapidly set- 
tled, recently said: "Tke cow must give way 
to Nancy and tho baby." The first indica- 
tion of the coming of this great tide of im- 
migration was manifested by cattlemen put- 
ting up wjre fences and inclosing vast areas 
of land. This sufficed for a tim«, but immi- 
gration still continued, and then after much 
litigation the courts said: "Take down your 
wire fences." 
As the cattlemen occupied 


these great ranges for a quarter of a century 
before it was ever thought possible for them 
to have any value for agricultural purposes, 
It is not strange tbt.t they should have made 
the determined fight they have. The plow- 
share now glistens in the old "American 
.Desert" and the old cattle trails ore being 
fturned into farms. 
Tb« east can hardly 


realize the wonderful changes that ore tak- 
ing place. Within twenty-five years the 
buffalo, which used to room these plains by 
the tens of thousands, are almost extinct. 
The great herds of the cattle kings took the 
place of the bison, but now the cattle ranges 
are being turned into farms. 


What will be the result! The general im- 


pression is that there will be more cattle, but 
with more owners. The public domain will 
soon all be taken, which will necessitate the 
dividing and subdividing of the great herds. 
The result will come about iu a natural way 
and without loss, but rather with profit. As 
the grazing area becomes more circumscribed 
the greater the necessity for winter feeding 
and the production of some kind of feed that 
will more readily prepare stock for the 
market. 
Bach feed consists of 
alfalfa, 


sorghum hay, Johnson and other varietiesof 
farm grasses, oil cake, roote, etc., white in 
parts of western and southern Texas prickly 
pear (a species of cacti) Is being largely used 
with cotton seed, meal or oil cake, with 
which It ia claimed cattle may be easily fat- 
tened. The beef from animals thus fed is 
said to be of a most excellent quality and 
flavor.—Denver Cor. Globe-Democrat.

Burning Bricks in a Kiln. 


Burning bricks in a kiln soems to bo a very 


easy matter, but if one looks into tho busi- 
ness he will find that such an impression is 
entirely incorrect. I have been at the busi- 
ness tw«ity-flve years, and I believe that I 
am in a position to speak intelligently on tbe 
subject. When the bricks leave the press 
they are taken to the kilns and piled in such 
a manner as to permit the heat to reach every 
brick. Of course, the layers near the fires 
are always burned harder than those on top, 
and it is the amount of heat that regulates 
the grades. The bricks that get tho most 
heat are strictly hard; further up you will 
find the medium, and on the top of the kilns 
we get the salmon, the softest grade, used for 
filling up between the walls. When the fires 
ore started the greatest care must be exer- 
cised, and if tbe burner who has charge of 
the kiln don't understand his business, he 
may ruin the bricks. Too much heat will 
bring about such a result just the same as an 
insufficient amount. The stock brick, which 
are formed in finer molds, are burned in 
different kilns from the other grades, and, as 
they ore very hard, you can sea that they 
mutt bi subjected to an intense heat—Brick 
Burner in Globe-Democrat

A VISIT TO THE NELSON LEDGES. 


This famous summer resort of Ohio is sit- 


uated on the Western Keserve, thirty-eight 
niles east of Cleveland, on the Mahoniug 
branch of the Erie railroad. After a drive 
of five miles, through a rolling country, we 
are told the Lodges are in view. At first 
one is somewhat disappointed at the sight, 
as a dense wood with a few rooks skirting 
the road is seen on the left and a large hotel, 
the Cascade House, on the right. After pro- 
viding ourselves with stout canes, to aid in 
climbing, we commence the ascent. Sud- 
denly we behold a stream of water jutting 
from the rocks far above. A little further 
on the path brings us to a narrow space 
which we descend with some difficulty. Here 
we find the "Old Maid's Kitchen," a gloomy 
cavern about fifty feet in width and one 
hundred in length. We enter this and with 
bent shoulders pass through. 
An immense 


rock hanging over us; the water slowly 
dripping through the crevices ; and the hol- 
low sound of the voice makes it dreary 
enough for the most morbid fancy. 
The air 


has grown so cold that the breath can he 
seen at every utterance. A feeling of awe 
overpowers us and we hurry forward, glad 
to again behold the sunshine. 


One curious little spot called the "Lover's 


Retreat" is quite secluded. Here the sun 
never shines, and the rain cannot penetrate, 
while a large rock guards the entrance. 


Many of these subterranean passages seem 


too narrow to pass when seen in the distance, 
but as one comes nearer he finds just space 
to go through; ngain they will widen to a 
distance of fifty feet, in the centre of which 
massive rocks appear to have fallen, leaving 
a narrow pathway on either side. 
Looking 


up one tees immense boulders rising to the 
height of seveqty-five feet, on the side of 
which a large tree is growing, the roots 
clinging to the rocks, like arms thrown out 
for protection.

writers refer at length to tha writings of 
Maltbus and Rieai'do, the flrs,t of vrhom 
taught that there Is a tendency of population 
to Increase faster than the means of subsist- 
ence— the first increasing in a geometrical 
and taw last in au arithmetical ratio — and 
the sec«iid of whom showed that land culti- 
vated for a series »f years yielded diminish- 
ing returns in proportion to the amount of 
labor and capital expended upon it. 


It is certainly difficult to refute the propo- 


sitions of Marthas and Ricardo by arguments. 
They were acute roasoners and plausible 
writers. Facts, however, aro more «onvin- 
ciugltian theories. The population of th» 
world is much greatsr than wheu theso men 
wrote und food is choaper and more plenty. 
Science as applied to ihe raising of crops 
and to transportation has revolutionized the 
wUole mutter of the supply of food. Fifty 
years ago wiso men informed their eons that 
the tirao would soon come when they could 
eat white bread but half the time, for the 
reafepn that wheat enough could not be cut to 
supply tbo malmal to make it. There was 
then no lnip]«tncut for harvesting wheat but 
Hie gjvklo. But the hones harvester and self 
binder soon made wheat cheaper than corn 
was whou tbo proJiction was made. 


THE PAST AND THE PILESEKT. 


Forty years ago a man with a haud hoe — 


tbo only implement used— could only plant 
and cultivate four acres of corn. By the aid 
of machines one man now finds no difficulty 
in planting and tending forty acres. Expen- 
mcuts aro now being made with machines for 
harvesting and thrashing corn, and within 
flvo years' time they will bo brought to per- 
lection und in general use. Potatoes- nrn 7iow 
planted, cultivated, dug, sorted ana bagged 
by machinery. The machine has done inoro 
for tho fk-lU than for the &hop in tbo matter 
of increasing production. 


Skill in breeding and feeding has reduced 


tbo Umo necessary to prepare a steer for tbe 
market from four yeai-s to about eighteen 
months. A fow years ago it was estimated 
that the product of live acres of laud was 
necessary to support a cow or steer. Now 
thit -product of one acre, preserved in a sile, 
will keep tao animal. Silage is the coming 
food for ftll animaJs Jwpt on f-owns for the 
purposa of producing meat. 


I'lwlwing new v»i lotise of imnll fruits 


and melons and improving their cultivation 
have added much to tho food supply of the 
world. Fruit la now almost as common on 
tables as bread. Melons, oranges stra.wber- 
riua and graphs form Harts of th» p«*r mna's 
hMgrfMtl 
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orrtalu of food, out flu rtnuiry u "9»iring 
with bonoy," strained for tt« w»xen comb 
and costing hut four cents per poriid. Dur- 
ing the past few years graven clu ing their 
h!oson have been about as cheap a . potatoes, 
ami tho prospect is that they will soon bo in- 
cluded among the most common nrticics of 
food. 


FllEfcEKVATION «F PERISHABLE POODS. 
Tho process of canning fresh fruit, vege- 


tables, fish and zneat has prevented about 
half tlio amount of those articles annually 
pi'oducwl from going to waste mid rendered 
their prowl-ration practical for yean. Cars 
and vessels fitted up ns refrigerators now 
carry food products classed us perishable 
round the world. We c*n dine on fivsh biil- 
mon caught in the Columbia liver ton 3~ears 
ago, green turtle captured in tho West Indies 
at tfee srwno time, and pineapples raised in 
South America. 


Huxley tells us that the "harvest of the 


sea" bn'j but just commenced, and our own 
bJeth Urueu has apparently demonstrated 
that "water farming'' is more profitable than 
land farming. Ho thinks that all will soon 
be convinced that mi acre oi' * atei' is capa- 
ble of producing ns much food as an aero of 
kind. 


Grain producing territory largo enough to 


form an empire has just b«m brought Into 
notice in several parts of tho world. Agri- 
cultural experts state that Siberia 13 capable 
of supplying all tho people in continental 
Europe with grain.

The 
first settlers m California thought the most 
of the soil would produce nothing.

food.
